The above announcement has no terrors, 
because the majorities in all the Republican 
States will be so large that no effort will be 
made to reverse them by fraud or chicanery. 
The popular will is too determined to tol- 
erate any attempt in that direction. But the 
Barnum circular serves to confirm the wis- 
dom of the popular verdict. It shows that 
the Democratic managers have no regard for 
the peaceer well-being of the country. It is 
a confession that they would not hesitate to 
resort to the methods of Mexicanization if 
they thought there were the smallest chance 
of turning such a course to their own ad- 
vantage. They would be indifferent to the 
injury that would be inflicted upon. business 
during several months of heated controversy 
if they foresaw any possibility of seizing 
power atthe end of that time by fraud or 
violence. ‘The non-office-seeking Democrats 
at the North would not indorse any such 
reaction, but the party leaders and the Con- 
federate element at the South would be 
ready to adopt it if there were the slightest 
prospect of a result favorable to their greed 
and ambition. It is a blessing to the Ameri- 
can people, therefore, that the verdict has 
been pronounced with no uncertain sound, 
and that there will not be a semblance of 
Democratic claim to more than 150 Electoral 
votes as against 219 Electoral votes clearly 
appointed for Garfield. Any man who 
would counsel a contest under such condi- 
tions would be a fool as well as a knave. 

The results of the election of Tuesday are 
now before the country with all their signifi- 
canee.

The Republican party had its origin in a 
necessity. For a quarter ofa century the 
‘whole power and policy of the Government 
had been directed to protect, preserve, and 
extend the institution of slavery. In the 
progress of population the wealth and 
numerical power of the North exceeded that 
of the South, and it became necessary in the 
interest of slavery to so construe our form 
of Government thatthe minority and not the 
majority was to govern the land; and that 
the Government depended for its union and 
integrity not upon the patriotism and love 
of country of the whole people, but upon the 
voluntary consent of State  Govern- 
ments, baptized as State Sovereignties 
and Independent States, A defense 
of American Nationality became a necessity, 
and the Republican party was founded for 
that purpose. The country in 1860 placed the 
Government of the Union in control of the 
Republican party, and the South, asserting 
the supremacy of the States, repudiated the 
National power and authority. Four years 
of civil war, the sacrifice of half a million of 
lives, and the waste of thousands of millions 
of treasure, the discomfiture of Rebel arms, 
the emancipation of the States, and the 
material prostration of the industrial and 
financial condition of the Southern people 
were some of the results of that attempt to 
destroy American Nationality. 

The American people cherished no resent- 
ments. It offered the defeated faction entire 
political equality, free of all penalties for the 
past, but conditioned upon the recognition of 
the supreme authority of the Nation. This 
condition was assented to but never approved 
by the Southern States. Within three years 
after the surrender of their last armed sol- 
(Her they were in New York forming a polit- 
ical party whose fundamental theory was 
the annihilation of National and the asser- 
tion of State supremacy. Foremost in that 
organization, as candidates and advocates, 
were Hancock, Hendricks, Hampton, Lamar, 
and the others conspicuous during the last 
few months. In 18683 the American people 
condemned that organization. In 187 they 
again repudiated and condemned that organ- 
ization and its principles, In 1876 they re- 
peated the repudiation and condemnation of 
| State supremacy, and again affirmed the 
National authority. For the fourth time, 
backed by the Solid South, the Democratic 
party affirmed the nullification and State- 
supremacy doctrines, and, under Hancock's 
lead, demanded the control of the National 
Government. . 

The American people on Tuesday, for the 
sixth time, met this demand with an upmis- 
takable veto. For the sixth time they elected 
the National as opposed to the State-suprem- 
acy party to power, and for the sixth time 
declared that this was a Nation, and as such 
must be malytained; and that the attempt by 
arms to destroy the Union was no more 
criminal or dangerous than the attempt to 
destroy under the pretext of governing.

It would be difficult to Invent a more pal- 
pable perversion of the facts than the above 
paragraph sets forth.

CARTER HARRISON’S ILLEGAL SPECIAL 
POLICE, 

A vigilant search of the city charter and 
the ordinances now in force fails to reveal 
that the Mayor has any warrant whatever to 
appoint special policemen in the arbitrary 
and irresponsible fashion adopted by Carter 
Harrison for partisan purposes. The law 
bearing on the subject may be briefly sum- 
marized as follows: 

The charter (General-Incorporation act) 
gives the Council the power to regulate the 
police of the city or village, and pass and 
enforce all neeessary ordinances.” (Rev. 
Statutes, Chap. 24, Sec. 62, Par. 66.) 

Sec. 26 of the same chapter gives the 
Mayor the power to summon the male in- 
habitants to aid in enforcing the laws and 
ordinances, and to call out the militia to aid 
in suppressing riots and other disorderly 
conduct, but it does not confer any authority 
for the appointment of special police. 

Sec. 340 of the Criminal Code defines the 


power of all persons acting as police,—to | 


make arrests when a breach of the peace is 
committed in their presence, and to bring the 
offenders before a Justice of the Peace, to 
suppress riots and unlawful assemblages, to 
keep the peace, and to serve writs, warrants, 
and other legal process. But no such su- 
preme authority is anywhere conferred upon 
the regular constables and police as that with 
which Carter Harrison sought to invest his 
illegal ‘“* specials.” 

The old ordinances (Chap. 12, Sec. 26) gave 
the Board of Police the power to appoint 
special police on occasion of necessity, at the 
expense of the person or persons making the 
application for such appointment, or “ upon 
any emergency or riot, pestilence, invasion, 
or during any day of public election or cele- 
’ bration, to appoint as many special patrolmen 
as it may deem advisable for a specified time.“ 
But the old Board of Police no longer exists, 
and there is no warrant for holding that this 
power has been transferred tothe Mayor. 
In fact, the present charter lodges it in the 
Council, Even if the Mayor had been vest- 
ed with the authority of the old Board of 
Police, he would have been limited by the 
terms of the old ordinance, which he exceeded 
in the instructions’ he gave his specials.“ 

It is believed to be impossible for Carter 
Harrison or his advisers to cite any authority, 
laws of the State or city ordinances, which 
warrants his late appointments of special 
policemen, and in that case his action was a 
palpable usurpation. If this be correct, then 
the two .following provisions of the statutes 
have a direct bearing on the case in hand: 


In case the Mayor or any other municipal 
officer shall at any time be guilty of a palpable 
omission of duty, or shall willfully and corruptly 
be guilty of yg cere! maiconduct, or mis-’ 
feasance in the disch of the duties of his 
office, be shall be liable toindictment in any 
court of competent jurisdiction, and,on con- 
8 shall be fined in a sum not exceeding 
$1,000; and the Courtin which such conviction 
shall be had shall enter an order gigs such 
— from (R. 8.. Chap. 24, Art. 2, 


e. 27.) 

Whoever falsely assumes or tends to be a 
Justice of the Peace, Sheriff, puty Sherilf, 
Coroner, eoustable. police otficer, 4 or 
other officer, and es upon himself to act as 
such, orto require any reson to al 
him in a matter pertaining 2 the duty of any 
t, shall be confined in the County Jail 
not ex one year, or fined not exceeding 
$500. (R. S., Criminal Code, Chap. 38, Sec. 182.) 


From these laws it appears that, in case 
Carter Harrison had no authority to appoint 
the special policemen with whose presence 
he sought to intimidate the voters of Chi- 
cago, he may be arraigned for misfeasance 
in office, and every person who acted as 
policeman undersuch unwarranted authority 
may be prosecuted for falsely representing 
himself as a policeman, 

This action on the part of Carter Harrison 
should not be passed over by the Council. 
If it was in the nature of a gross usurpation, 
then it is too dangerous as a precedent to be 
ignored. At the least, the Council should 
pass a resolution of censure upon the Mayor, 
and perhaps pass an ordinance expressly pro- 
hibiting the exercise of undue authority by 
the appointment of special police without 
the consent of the Council. The latter step 
would put upon the Mayor the burden of 
vetoing such an ordinance, and insisting 
upon an extent of authority which he ought 
not to have. Of course, not one dollar should 
be voted for the pay of these specials, and 
there is no surplus ih the Police-Fund which 
will enable the Mayor to reward his Demo- 
cratic strikers. It is fortunate for the specials 
that they did not attempt any overt act under 
the cover of the authority Mr. Harrison as- 
sumed to confer upon them. Had they done 
so they might now find themselves in aserious 
embarrassment. Itis highly important for 
the preservation of the peace and the protec- 
tion of life that the appointment of bogus 
police shall be definitively prohibited in the 


future.

MARK TWAIN. 
FUNERAL ORATION.
